The  work  done  at  the  Shelter  is  such  that  it  begins  with  the 
children  and  saves  scores  of  them  from  becoming  moral  and  criminal 
pests  to  society.  The  Board  of  Management  earnestly  appeals  to  the 
wealthy,  who  are  anxious  to  do  good,  to  come  to  its  aid  and  con- 
tribute the  funds  necessary  to  acquire  land  and  build  a  thoroughly 
equipped  Shelter,  which  will  include  all  the  buildings  necessary  for 
proper  separation  and  classification,  including  a  receiving  depart- 
ment— whrre  children  can  be  kept  for  a  time  after  their  arrival,  so 
as  to  avoid  the  chance  of  epidemics  in  the  Shelter.  The  opening  of 
the  Joth  Centurv  with  the  erection  of  such  buildings  would  be  most 
appropriate  and  a  hopeful  thing  for  the  future  of  the  children  of 
Ontario.  Can  there  not  be  a  '*  Children's  Shelter  20th  Century 
Fund?"

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  very  much  on  the  lines  ot  the  pre- 
vious ones  ;  but  from  the  experience  gained  it  has  been  possible  to 
adopt  improved  methods,  and  so  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  future,  as  in 
the  past,  each  year  will  find  some  improvement  on  the  preceding  one.

COnPLAINTS. 

The  matter  of  looking  into  complaints  is  verv  important 
and  involves  a  great  deal  oi'  work  by  the  Society's  Inspector.  Often 
in  connection  with  a  single  complaint  many  calls  have  to  be  made 
on  people  outside  the  household  complained  of,  and  the  addresses 
called  at  are  far  apart,  and  to  reach  them  all  retjuires  much  time 
and  trouble.  The  good  done  is  frequently  the  means  of  niakini'- 
brigh  er  many  a  home,  reforming  the  parents,  and  putting  the 
children  in  the  way  of  having  a  fair  chance  in  life.  Sometimes 
all  efforts  fail  and  prosecution  of  the  parents  in  the  police  court 
has  to  be  resorted  to.  This  course  in  most  cases  has  the  desired 
effect,  and  the  necessity  of  permanently  removing  the  children 
from  their  parents  is  avoided.

CHILDREN'S  COURT  CASES. 

The  Inspector  of  the  Society  is  always  present  when  cases  are 
being  tried  in  the  Children's  Court.  He  is  there  in  the  capacity  of  a 
protector  and  friend  of  the  children  and  is  so  regarded  by  the  Police 
Magistrate,  who,  in  numerous  cases,  remands  the  child  for  a  few 
days,  and  asks  him  to  look  into  the  circumstances  of  the  case  and 
into  the  home  surround'ngs,  and  make  a  report  to  him.  The  report 
largely  determines  the  disposal  of  the  case.

It  will  be  noticed  in  the  anne.\ed  table  that  forty-five  children  were 
made  wards  of  the  Society,  and  that  fifty-two  have  been  placed  in 
foster  homes  during-  the  year. 

There  were  a  few  transfers  from  one  foster  home  to  another, 
but  on  the  whole,  the  Society  has  been  very  fortunate  throughout  its 
historv  in  having  occasion  to  make  but  few  transfers.  In  justice  to 
the  children  transferred  it  may  be  stated,  that  in  the  opinion  of  those 
in  charge  of  the  foster-home  work,  these  transfers  become  necessary 
in  large  measure  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  foster  parents  do  not 
understand  the  children,  rather  than  to  any  incorrigible  traits  in  the 
children  themselves.

THE  SHELTER. 

The  Shelter  continues  to  do  good  work  in  atlordinj;^  temporary 
protection  to  negflected,  abused  or  destitute  children,  and  also  in 
caring-  for  children  committed  to  it  on  remand  from  the  Children's 
Court.  The  management  there  has  also  had  to  deal  with  a  class  of 
chiklron  who  were  regarded  as  incorrigible,  and  who  were  brought  to 
the  Shelter  for  discipline  by  their  own  parents  or  by  the  Truant 
officers.

The  pressing;-  necessity  for  a  buildinj,'  specially  adapted  to  the 
work  was  a^-ain  made  manifest,  the  Shelter  havinj^  been  quarantined 
for  a  total  o(  days  coverin<^  a  period  of  over  two  months  owin*;  to  the 
prevalence  of  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  etc.  TIius  the  need  of  one 
department,  not  possible  in  the  present  building,  namely,  a  receivings 
house  and  infirmary,  was  plainly  shown. 

The  deaths  mentioned  occurred  at  »iie  Isolation  Hospital,  and 
were  caused  by  diphtheria. 

The  Society  has  continued  to  find  the  co-operation  of  the  Medical 
Health  Department  of  great  service  in  its  work,  more  especially  in 
connection  with  baby  homes.  Dr.  W.  Harley  Smith — the  Inspector 
of  that  department  under  the  Maternity  Act — also  lends  efficient  aid 
in  connection  with  the  children  .idopted  out  from  these  baby  homes, 
never  losing  sight  ot  the  best  interests  o(  the  little  helpless  infants. 

Mention  was  made  in  the  last  Annual  Report  of  the  great  need 
there  was  for  a  home  for  the  accommodation  of  incurable  children, 
and  of  the  near  prospect  there  w-as  for  the  opening  of  such  a  home. 

The  Home  for  Incurable  Children  has  since  been  opened  at 
138  Avenue  Road,  and  there  now  seems  to  be  sufficient  provision  for 
all  incurable  children,  except  such  as  may  be  afflicted  with  ailments 
like  epilepsy  or  unsoundness  of  mind,  or  of  a  nature  that  may  prove 
infectious.  For  these  there  is  as  yet  no  provision.  At  the  date  of  the 
last  Annual  Report,  the  Society  had  two  incurable  children  boarded 
out.  One  of  these  whose  mental  condition  made  it  necessarv,  has 
sinc3  been  sent  to  the  Asylum  for   Idiots  at  Orillia  ;  and  the  physical

trouble  oi'  the  other  beini;  ot'  an  intc>   ious  nature,  he  has  still  to  be 
boarded  out. 

When  the  last  Anfuial  Report  was  written,  Mr.  John  II.  Hustard 
had  but  recently  entered  upon  his  duties  as  Superintendent  i>t  the 
Shelter.  The  Hoard  is  pleased  li>  bear  witness  to  the  faithful  serviets 
rendered  by  him.  Miss  (Jordon,  the  Matron  and  Chiel  \urse,  has 
continued  to  .ittend  faithfully  to  the  duties  specially  fallint;  to  her. 
The  Hoard  was  sorry  to  lose  the  services  of  Miss  C'lark,  the  Public 
School  teacher  at  the  Shelter,  which  took  place  in  June,  but 
would  orter  conj^ratulations  on  her  marriage,  which  took  place  in 
Scotland  in  July.  Miss  Clark  for  three  years  rendered  taithful  and 
eflicient  service  as  teacher,  takinj^  a  persi>nal  interest  in  the  children, 
and  was  a  warm  friend  o(  the  .Society.  The  .School  Inward  has  since 
appointed  Miss  Bayley  to  be  teacher  in  her  stead. 

FINANCES. 

The  Board  thanks  its  friends  for  the  tinancial  suppi^rt  i^'iven. 
The  aim  of  the  Board  has  been  to  secure  the  main  suppv>rt — aside 
from  the  City  j^rant — by  means  of  a  list  of  rej^ular  subscribers,  who 
can  be  depended  upon  from  year  to  year,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  j^ratiti- 
cation  thi.^  to  a  considerable  extent  this  has  been  accomplished —but 
much  more  could  be  done  if  funds  were  forthcomini^^.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  some  of  the  Society's  old  subscribers  dropped  out, 
but,  on  the  other  hand,  several  new  ones  were  welcomed.  The 
Sunday  Schools  did  not  come  up  to  the  previous  year,  while 
the  receipts  from  occasional  sources,  such  as  entertainments,  were 
less  than  in  former  years.  No  doubt  this  was  larj^ely  due  to  the 
many  appeals  for  funds  for  unusual  objects  durin*,'^  the  year,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  with  the  new  year  the  income  from  these  sources  will  aj^ain 
increase.  The  Board  is  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that — as  was  the  case 
in  the  previous  seven  years  of  the  Society's  history — it  found  no 
necessity  for  employing  collect  irs  during  the  year. 

The  Society  received  during  the  year  the  .'imounts  of  its  first  two 
legacies  ;  that  of  the  late  Mrs.  Annie  Currie,  $j,ooo,  and  that  oi  the 
late  Kdward  Hooper,  $250.  Both  of  these  amounts  have  been 
deposited  as  a  nucleus  of  a  building  fund. 

DONATIONS. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  list  of  donations,  the  friends  of  the  Society 
were  very  generous  in  the   supplies  of  clothing  sent  to  the  Shelter. 
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So  much  was  this  the  case  that  con'paratively  little  money  had  to  be 
expended  for  clothinj^.  The  gifts  o(  provisions,  toys,  etc.,  were  also 
numerous,  especially  at  Christmas  time. 

THANKS. 

The  Hoard,  in  addition  to  thankiiii^  the  many  friends  for  sub- 
scriptions anil  donations,  desires  to  thank  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
for  kind  recoi,'^nilion  oi  the  work  and  for  liberal  i^^rant,  the  Medical 
Health  OlVicer  and  oflicers  of  his  department  for  numerous  services, 
the  Chief  Constable,  the  Inspector  of  Police  and  the  police  for  hearty 
co-operation  in  the  work,  and  the  Boards  and  Officers  of  the  various 
Homes  and  Hospitals  for  help  and  sympathy.  The  Board  also 
wishes  to  thank  the  Medical  Staff,  the  Society's  Solicitor,  Mr. 
Raymond,  who  gave  much  gratuitous  service  of  great  value  in 
the  work  ;  Mr.  A.  M.  Campbell,  Treasurer  ;  Mr.  D.  Geo.  Chesnut, 
Auditor,  and  the  City  Press. 

THE  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 

During  the  year  the  Board  amended  the  Constitution  and  By- 
laws of  the  Society.  The  amendments  will  be  submitted  for  the 
approval  o(  the  members  of  the  Society  at  the  .Annual  Meeting. 

LOSS  OF  FRIENDS. 

The  Board  regrets  to  have  to  record  the  death  of  Mrs.  C.  E. 
Bateman,  wlio  since  the  inception  c^  the  Society  has  been  one 
of  its  members,  and  who  was  associated  with  the  work  while  carried 
on  as  a  P'resh  Air  Fund  before  the  Society  was  organized. 

Death  also  removes  from  the  list  of  life  members  the  name  of 
Kdward  Hooper,  a  good  friend  of  the  Society,  who  died  full  of 
years  and  passed  to  his  reward  in  March  last.

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SPECIHEN  CASES. 

No.  5476.- -This  case  was  that  of  a  i^^irl  of  thirteen,  who  had 
apparently  been  deserted  by  her  mother.  The  mother  was  well  know  n 
to  the  police  as  a  woman  of  very  bad  character.  Shortly  after  the 
child  was  brouj^^ht  to  the  Shelter  her  mother  came  to  the  office  and 
simulated  i^reat  indii^'nation  that  .anyone  should  think  /wr  child  was 
nes^lected  or  that  anyone  should  doubt  her  own  respectability. 
Later  on,  however,  when  the  case  was  about  to  be  brouj^ht  before 
the  Police  Mag^istrate,  she  could  not  be  found.  On  October  2gth  the 
child  went  with  the  other  Shelter  children  to  St.  James'  Cathedral 
Sunday  School,  and  on  leavini;;-  the  school  house  mysteriously  disap- 
peared. The  ofllcers  of  the  Society  believed  that  she  had  been  taken 
by  her  relatives,  but  nothinji;"  more  was  heard  of  her  until  July  last, 
when  a  complaint  was  laid  at  the  olFice  that  a  j^irl  was  so  badly 
nei;lected  that  her  eyes  were  diseased  to  such  an  extent  as  to  make  it 
almost  impossible  tor  her  t*.)  use  them.  On  investig'ation  this  proved  to 
be  the  lost  child,  again  in  the  care  of  her  mother.  The  child  herself  was 
not  found,  and  for  nearly  a  day  the  mother,  by  j^iving  wrong  addresses 
for  the  child,  and  moving^  her  own  place  of  residence,  tried  to  evade  the 
oflicers.  The  mother  was  fniall\  traced  to  her  new^  address  and  informed 
I'le  oHicer  who  saw  her  that  the  child  had  that  day  been  sent  to  the 
Hospital  for  Sick  Children.  On  learning  that  this  was  actually  the 
case  the  authorities  o\'  the  Hospital  were  requested — when  the  child 
should  be  convalescent — to  notify  the  Society  at  the  same  time  as  the 
child's  mother  was  notified,  <as  the  Society  intended  to  take  possession 
of  her.  After  two  notitications  to  the  mother,  to  wMiich  she  did  not 
respond,  the  Hospital  authorities  sent  word  to  the  Society,  and  the 
child  was  taken  to  the  Shelter.  This  occurred  only  a  few  days  ago. 
,Steps  will  now  be  taken  to  rescue  the  child  from  her  mother  and  the 
case  w  ill  shortly  be  brought  before  the  Police  Magistrate. 

No.  6698,  -  In  the  fall  of  1S94,  the  Society,  one  afternoon,  had 
an  urgent  call  for  a  rescue  case.  The  officer,  on  going  to  a  house  in 
rear  o(  a  number  on  I*!dward  Street,  found  the  father  absent.  The 
mother  was  Iving  drunk  on  the  floor  with  a  babv  at  her  breast,  while 
a  crippled  boy  of  two  years  sat  in  indescribable  filth  and  a  girl  of  four 
ran  about  the  room.  The  two  older  children  were  taken  to  the  Shelter. 
On  promise  of  the  father  that  there  would  be  improvement  the  girl 
was  restored  to  her  home,  but  the  boy  had  to  be  sent  to  the  Hospital 
for  Sick  Children,  his  father  protesting  meanwhile  that  it  was  unfair 
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to  keep  the  child  there.  It  was  not  until  the  May  follovving^  that  the 
boy  was  discharjjed  from  the  Hospital,  and  he  was  even  then  so  help- 
less that  he  was  not  restored  to  his  parents  until  July.  \o  further 
complaint  was  heard  until  May  last,  when  the  children,  now  four  in 
number,  wrre  broug"ht  to  the  Shelter  by  the  police  and  the  parents 
next  day  sent  to  jail  for  thirty  days  by  the  Police  Maj^istrate,  the  baby 
bein^  g'iven  to  the  mother.  The  case  for  nei^lect  ol  the  children  was 
brought  before  the  Maj^istrate  the  same  month  and  by  him  reniamled 
from  week  to  week,  in  his  desire  to  give  the  parents  a  chance  to 
reform,  and  by  his  order  two  of  the  remaining  children  were  returned 
to  their  parents  on  July  4th.  The  boy,  who  was  a  helpless  cripple  in 
1894,  had  now  grown  to  be  seven  years  old,  and  walked  with  a  stoop. 
On  examination  by  two  physicians,  he  was  found  to  be  idiotic  and  was 
committed  by  the  Countyjudge  to  the  Ontario  Asylum  for  Idiots.  On 
July  30th,  only  twenty-six  days  later  than  the  last  rescue,  a  fresh 
complaint  was  sent  to  the  office,  and  the  two  oldest  children  were 
again  brought  to  the  Shelter.  On  August  Sth  the  mother  died  sud- 
denly as  the  direct  result  oi  alcoholism.  The  baby  was  then  brought 
to  the  Shelter.  Later  the  Police  Magistrate,  before  whom  the  case  had 
again  been  brought  before  the  mother's  death,  ordered  the  discharge 
of  the  children— the  two  oldest  to  the  Protestant  Orphans'  Honie  and 
the  babv  to  the  Inlants'  Home — the  understanding  being  that  if  the 
father  fails  to  pay  for  their  maintenance  in  these  Institutions  the 
magistrate  is  to  be  notified  and  will,  in  such  case,  give  them  per- 
manently into  the  custody  of  this  Society. 

No.  6123.  -Complaint  was  received  in  January  that  the  father 
of  four  children  neglected  his  wife  and  children  by  failing  to  provide 
them  with  clothing,  shoes  and  stockings.  There  was  no  complaint 
about  food,  of  which  they  had  ample.  A  warning  letter  in  which  the 
man  was  told  that  he  would  have  his  case  laid  before  his  employers 
if  he  did  not  do  his  duty  to  his  family  had  the  desired  effect,  and  all 
cause  of  complaint  ceased  to  exist. 

No.  6160- — ^In  February  a  boy  of  five  and  a  girl  of  seven  came 
to  the  Shelter  door  asking  admittance  and  protection.  The  girl  said 
that  her  mother  had  turned  her  out  and  told  her  she  never  wanted 
her  to  come  back.  On  being  undressed  and  examined  the  girl 
was  found  to  be  covered  with  bruises  and  also  had  one  cut  caused 
by  her  mother's  blows.  The  mother  was  given  the  choice  of  either 
voluntarily  surrendering  the  children  to  the   Society  or  having  her 
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case  hroui^ht  before  the  Mai^istrate.  She  consented  to  surrender  the 
^lA  if  the  boy  was  restored  to  her.  Consent  was  g^iven  to  this,  but 
with  the  understandinj;^  that  if  she  nejiflected  tlie  boy  he  also  would 
be  taken  from  her.  In  Aui^-ust  the  mother  was  sent  to  jail  for  thirty 
days  for  drunkenness  and  the  boy  brought  to  the  Shelter.  The  case 
is  now  before  the  Mai^^istrate,  but  since  her  dischar^^e  it  has  been 
found  impossible  to  fnid  her  and  serve  a  subpctna  upon  her.  The 
j(irl  is  now  in  a  fuie  home  in  Alberta. 

No.  6375.  Information  was  received  that  the  mother  of  three 
j^irls  aijed  eii^ht,  ten  and  eleven  years,  respectively,  was  dyiui^,  and 
that  before  her  death  she  wanted  to  be  assured  that  her  children 
would  be  protected  by  the  Society.  The  reason  for  her  anxiety  was 
that  the  step-father  was  a  drunkard  and  bad  man  generally.  After 
the  mother's  death  the  case  was  broui^ht  into  court  and  the  children 
were  made  wards  of  the  Society.  All  are  now  in  happy  foster-homes 
where  they  are  j^reatly  beloved. 

No.  6401.  In  this  case  complaint  was  made  that  the  parents 
of  two  little  i,^irls  ai;;"ed  eighteen  months  and  five  years,  respectively, 
were  constantly  drunk  and  that  at  the  time  the  complaint  was  laid  the 
children  had  been  without  food,  except  such  as  the  neighbors  gave  them, 
for  over  a  week.  The  poor  children,  on  being  brought  to  the  Shelter, 
were  found  to  be  suffering  from  debilitated  constitutions  as  the 
result  of  starvation.  Later  the  youngest  child  was  sent  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  affected  with  diphtheria  and  died  there.  The  other 
child  has  found  to  be  simple  minded,  but  as  she  is  too  young  to  be 
admitted  into  the  Asylum  for  Idiots  an  effort  is  being  made  to  find 
accommodation  for  her  in  another  institution. 

No.  6493. — ^This  was  a  case  where  the  Society  was  found  useful 
by  one  of  the  city  institutions  for  children.  When  two  years  old  the 
child  concerned  was  adopted  into  a  household  just  outside  the  city. 
Word  reached  the  managers  that  the  child,  who  was  now  five  years  old, 
was  being  punished  with  a  refinement  of  cruelty,  by  her  foster-mother, 
for  imaginary  immoralities.  The  Society  had  no  legal  power  to  take 
the  child,  but  they  could  make  an  investigation  of  the  case,  and  two 
of  the  officers  did  this.  As  a  result,  the  Institution  was  advised  that  a 
removal  of  the  child  would  be  desirable.  Availing  themselves  of  a 
provision  in  their  articles  of  adoption  the  Managers  brought  pressure 
to  bear  on  the  foster-mother,  who  surrendered  the  child  on  June  14th. 
On  June  29th  she  was  transferred  from  the  Institution  to  the  Society, 
and  on  July  6th  she  was  sent  by  the  Society  to  a  good  foster-home. 
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HAVENS  OF  REFUGE.

THE  LOVE  OF  HOSTER-PAKENTS 

The  foUowiiii,'^  are  but  samples  oi'  what  many  foster-parents  have 
written  durinij  the  year: 

Mr.  E.  writes:  Alan's  health  since  he  has  been  with  us  has  been 
very  good,  lie  started  attendii  i^  school  about  the  middle  of  .\pril, 
has  been  i^oiiiif  rej^ularly  since  and  is  makinj,'^  some  protjfress. 
We  are  weil  satisfied  with  him.  lie  has  a  happy  disposition  and 
never  sulks  ib.iut  anythiui;^.  His  abilit\  to  ask  questions  is  astc>nish- 
ing"  and  is  abt-^ut  his  worst  fault. 

Mr.  \{.  has  this  to  say:  We  are  satisfied  with  ICdward  ami  he 
with  us.  To-day  he  was  calling  my  attention  to  the  smoke  of  the 
train  and  I  asked  him  if  he  would  not  like  to  be  on  it  ;  he  said,  *'  not 
to  go  back  to  the  Shelter."  I  have  asked  him  several  times  if  he 
would  like  to  go  back  and  his  reply  has  always  been  in  the  negative. 

Mrs.  S.  writes  :  .\lbert  is  quite  well,  is  as  happy  as  he  can  be, 
and  is  growing  tall.  He  is  very  healthv  and  can  stand  a  lot  of  cold. 
We  got  him  a  little  sleigh  and  he  is  much  pleased  with  it  and  is  out 
sleighriding  every  dav  when  it  is  not  too  stormy;  the  deeper  the  snow 
is  the  better  he  likes  it. 

..  Mr.  M.  writes:  Willie  is  well  as  usual  and  grows  very  fast.      He 

I  is  busy  just  now  with  his  slate  and  pencil,  drawing.      He  went  to  the 

school   two  weeks  before  school  term  ended  and  learns  fast  for  one 

so  young.    Fie  is  a  good  boy  and  does  a  lot  oi  chores.    We  think  just 

as  much  of  him  as  if  he  were  our  own  boy. 

Mr.  L.  says  :  Mary  is  well  and  hearty.  Her  Iiair  is  very  long  and 
beautiful.  She  savs  to  tell  vou  that  she  is  iifrowinii^  bijj  and  she  wants 
me  to  tell  you  that  she  was  out  berry  picking  with  Mrs.  L.  and  the 
boys  one  day  and  picked  three  quarts  of  raspberries.  She  can  count 
up  to  one  hundred,  and  sings  nicely.      She  is  honest  and  truthful. 

Mrs.  McF.  sends  this  word  :  Hella  has  just  got  better  from  a 
very  bad  cold.  She  is  now  beginning  to  speak  but  has  her  own  wa\ 
of  pronouncing  words.   She  is  getting  to  be  a  very  line  looking  child, 
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and  very  smart,  and  is  growing  nicely.  She  has  two  dogs  and  two 
cats  and  has  a  name  for  each  of  them.  She  can  put  on  her  own  shoes 
nicely,  can  hrini^  our  shoes  when  we  ask  for  them,  and  can  tell 
overshoes  from  the  others. 

Mr.  McK.  writes  :  Evaline  has  been  real  well  durinj^  the  months 
since  last  I  wrote  and  is  developing  rapidly  in  every  way.  She  is 
pronounced  by  ali  who  see  her  as  one  of  the  brij^htest  and  best  child- 
ren they  have  ever  known.  We  become  more  attached  to  her  as  the 
days  ^o  b\ .  She  has  such  a  bri»;^ht,  happy  disposition  and  is  so  obe- 
dient and  anxious  to  please  that  one  could  not  help  but  think  a  jj^reat 
deal  of  her.  We  feel  that  her  influence  in  our  home  has  much  more 
tlian  repaid  us  for  her  care  and  expense  and  it  would  be  hard  for 
us  to  part  with  her  now. 

Mrs.  F.  writes  :  Florence  has  always  been  in  the  best  of  health 
and  although  she  is  now  cuttinj^  her  teeth  she  is  real  well.  I  am  well 
pleased  with  her,  and  never  thouj^ht  I  would  «;-et  a  child  I  could  think 
so  much  of.  She  is  a  favorite  with  everyone.  I  sincerely  thank  the 
Society  and  may  Ciod  ever  bless  its  work. 

Mrs.  M.  says  :  Mabel  is  quite  well  and  contented.  We  are  very 
much  pleased  with  her.  She  is  ijreatly  interested  in  everything^  about 
the  farm.  She  feeds  the  chickens  and  drives  the  horses  and  does  not 
speak  o(  any  other  home.  We  would  not  like  to  part  with  her  now. 
She  ijoes  to  church  and  Siuiday-school,  and  likes  it. 

WHAT  THE  CHILDREN  SAY. 

\'ery  few  of  the  children  wrote  during  the  year.  Here  are  letters 
from  two  brothers  !ivin«;-  in  the  same  Manitoba  home  : 

luldie  writes  :  Now  it  is  quite  a  while  since  I  wrote  to  you  and 
1  thoui^ht  I  would  write  to-dav.  I  suppose  I  have  been  nei^lecting 
my  duty  but  I'm  not  much  of  a  hand  to  write  letters  to  anyone,  so 
you  must  not  think  you  are  forijotten  as  I  could  not  forgfet  anyone 
who  had  done  so  much  for  me  and  my  two  little  brothers.  Mr.  F. 
goi  back  in  good  health,  but  I  was  kind  of  disappointed  that  he  had 
not  a  little  girl  with  him  for  our  home.  I  hope  you  and  all  are  well. 
To-day  mother  and  father  are  sick.  I  don't  know  just  what  is  the 
matter  but  it  is  just  a  cold,  I  think.  T.  and  V.  are  well.  1 
suppose  you  have  heard  of  J.  D.'s  fall  in  life  but  I  hope  whoever  is 
over  him  will  guide  him  to  God.  B.,  that  is  the  girl  that  is  at  Mr. 
F.'s,  is  well.      I  see  her  two  or  three  times  a  week  for  the  school  is 
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on  our  farm  aiul  we  have  church  and  Simcla\ -school  services  there 
and  sinj^inj^'  school.  She  only  hves  luo  miles  away  and  she  and  lier 
brotners  come.  1  have  been  jjoinij  to  school  all  winter  as  I  don't  j^o 
in  the  summer.  We  don't  have  a  hired  man  now,  only  in  the  harvest, 
althoujjh  we  have  a  lot  of  work ;  but  we  have  eij^ht  workini;  horses, 
and  that  is  quite  a  force;  and  we  i^enerally  manaj^^e  to  j,'et  throui^h  as 
soon  as  the  rest  of  the  people:  in  fact  a  while  befi>re  the  most  i>f  them  ; 
for  father  is  a  i,^ood  horseman  and  always  puts  in  a  lari^e  crop  i>f  i>ats 
so  that  he  can  work  his  horses  hard  and  not  have  them  nothins.j  but 
skin  and  bones  when  he  j^ets  throuj^^h.  .Ml  farmers  are  not  like  that. 
They  think  that  as  lonj^-  as  they  j^el  the  work  done  it  don't  matter. 
But  these  kind  of  people  do  not  ^et  alonj^  very  well. 

Trevor  says  :  I  write  you  a  few  lines  to  let  you  know  that  I  am 
well  and  hope  you  are  the  same.  We  have  all  been  sick  lately.  Mcldie 
and  I  s^^o  to  school.  I  have  somethinj^  to  tell  you,  that  is,  that  jj^rand- 
pa  i^^ot  home  safe,  and  is  just  s^ettinij  sick  now.  B.  is  well  and 
happy.  I  would  like  to  know  if  there  are  many  children  in  the  Shelter. 
I  have  a  little  pony  and  am  just  breakinj;-  him  in  to  ride  this  winter. 
I  rode  him  over  to  see  V.  on  Saturday  but  found  him  sick  ;  so  that 
he  was  not  able  to  come  to  school  to-day;  but  I  hope  he  will  soon  be 
better  and  able  to  come  ai^ain.  I  have  not  much  to  say  now  so  1  will 
have  to  close  my  letter  and  say  g^ood-night  to  you. 

THE  PROVINCIAL  VISITOR'S  REPORTS. 

Mrs.  Harvie,  the  visitor  for  the  Departriient  of  Xeii^lected  and 
Dependent  Children  for  Ontario,  has  continued  to  render  s^^ood 
service  in  connection  with  the  children  adopted  out  by  the  Society  and 
by  her  tact  and  motherliness,  in  cases  w  here  there  have  been  diOiculties 
between  children  and  foster  parents,  has  done  much  to  overcc^me 
these  troubles.  She  is  makin":  it  evident  bv  her  excellent  service  in 
this  department  that  a  woman  is  pre-eminently  qualified  for  the  work 
of  overlooking"  the  interests  of  the  children  in  their  homes  and  the 
Government  is  to  be  conj^ratulated  on  the  fact  that  her  supervision  of 
the  wards  of  the  various  Societies  is  not  only  acceptable  but  greatly 
appreciated  by  all  parties. 

Reports  from  the  foster  homes  of  the  wards  of  the  Society  visited 
during  the  year  have  been  even  more  satisfactory  than  in  previous 
years.     A  few  of  these  reports  are  here  given  : 
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Willie  R.  Kverythinjj  is  j^oing  satisfactorily  -boy  is  fonil  n( 
coitip.my  and  inclined  to  be  a  little  wild,  thoiij^h  he  neither  drinks  nor 
uses  tobacco  -he  has  j^^rown  to  be  almost  a  yi>uiij^  man  and  is  a 
^ood  worker,  thoufjh  his  education  is  not  tar  advanced.  He  attends 
church  ami  I  thitik  is  doin^  as  well  as  we  can  expect.  I'he  home  is 
a  j^ood  one. 

Jinimie  M.  —This  boy  has  just  passed  into  the  fourth  book,  and, 
'  s  h'-  is  only  nine  years  old,  is  quite  a  prodii,''y  in  the  neii^hborhood. 
There  was  ijuite  a  lengthy  article  in  the  local  newspaper  about  his 
pri)riciency  a  few  days  as^o.  There  are  not  many  advantajj^es  for 
church  or  Sunday  school  but  he  has  read  his  New  Testament  throui;h 
twice  and  j^^oes  to  church  when  he  can.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  are  very 
fond  of  him.      X'isited  July  2nd. 

Thomas  P.  Hoy  is  happy  and  attends  school  and  .Suiuiay  school 
rei^ularly,  is  clever  with  his  studies  and  is  well  clothed.  I-'oster 
parents  are  kind  and  considerate,  and  have  boujjht  him  a  saddle  for 
ridiiis^''  on  horseback  and  have  had  a  number  of  his  teeth  filled. 
Splendid  home.      X'isited  May  ist. 

(ieorije  F.  —  Is  j^rowint^  a  big-  boy  and  doing  much  better  than 
last  year — there  are  no  complaints  on  either  side.  Mr.  F.  was  sick 
this  spring  and  (ieorge  managed  the  farm  with  directions.  He 
attends  church  and  Bible  class  and  is  fairly  veil  dress^ed.  Had  a  con- 
versation with  him  alone.  He  hears  from  his  mother,  who  is  in 
iMigland,  once  or  twice  a  year.  She  writes  him  very  good  letters. 
Thinks  he  will  stay  until  he  is  21.  Impression  is  that  Mr.  F.  will  do 
well  by  him.      Visited  June  2nd. 

Howard  G. — Stayed  all  night  here  and  had  a  good  opportunity 
of  studying  the  surroundings.  Consider  the  training  judicious  in 
every  respect.  The  family  is  somewhat  distant  from  church  and 
school  privileges  ;  but  this  will  not  be  a  difficulty  as  the  child  grows 
older.  Howard  is  a  smart  little  boy,  polite  in  manner,  obedient  and 
truthful.  His  temper  is  quick  ;  but  his  foster  parents  understand  him 
thoroughly,  and  deal  with  him  wisely.

Helen  B. — Had  a  very  enjoyable  visit  here.  Child  is  a  beautiful 
little  jjirl  and  will  have  every  advantaj^^e.  Mrs.  L.  is  a  sensible,  kind 
woman,  and  an  excellent  housekeeper.  She  has  followed  the  move- 
ments of  the  mother  and  takes  :i  deep  interest  in  her  welfare.  \'isitcd 
Jaiuiary  27th 

Elwood  B.— .\  beautiful  boy  and  a  line  home  ;  really  no  super- 
vision needed.  No  other  children.  The  child  is  every thini;  to  them. 
Visited  January  iqth. 

Florence  B. — Stayed  all  nii^ht  in  this  home  as  I  have  known 
Mrs.  F.  some  time.  Baby  is  doings  beautifully  and  will  have  every 
advantay^e  and  the  best  oi'  traininj;^  from  every  standpoint.  Mrs.  1". 
is  much  respected  in  C.      Visited  January  20. 

Norval  W. — A  very  bri»;ht,  intellii^ent  child.  Has  a  quick  temper 
but  his  training"  will  be  good.  Think  highly  of  foster  parents.  X'isited 
April  2:id. 

Albert  B. — This  is  a  specially  nice  family  and  an  interesting  boy. 
Only  one  other  child  in  the  household,  a  grown-up  daughter,  and  she 
looks  upon  him  as  a  younger  brotl;er.  He  is  at  school,  and  reads  in 
the  second  book.  The  child  is  in  some  way  related  to  tb.is  family  by 
marriage.      N'isited  January  i8th. 

Lottie  B. — Is  growifig  a  bright,  pretty  little  girl,  is  graceful  in 
manner  and  sings  and  recites  nicely.  Think  highly  oi'  foster  parents. 
Visited  April  15th. 

Mary  H. — This  is  an  excellent  home.  Mr.  S.  is  a  carpenter  and 
owns  two  hundred  acres  of  land.
